—TFhe——seventh—Tuesday—tnrediately—preceding—thal—general
el-ecton—wh-chever—oeecurs—Hrst) ) August.
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Sec. 2. RCW 29A.04.321 and 2004 c¢c 271 s 106 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Al state, county, city, town, and district general elections
for the election of federal, state, legislative, judicial, county,
city, town, and district officers, and for the subm ssion to the voters
of the state, county, city, town, or district of any neasure for their
adoption and approval or rejection, shall be held on the first Tuesday
after the first Monday of Novenber, in the year in which they nay be
cal | ed. A statewi de general election shall be held on the first
Tuesday after the first Monday of Novenber of each year. However, the
statew de general election held in odd-nunbered years shall be limted
to (a) city, town, and district general elections as provided for in
RCW 29A. 04. 330, or as otherw se provided by law, (b) the election of
federal officers for the remainder of any unexpired terns in the
menbership of either branch of the Congress of the United States; (c)
the election of state and county officers for the renminder of any
unexpired terns of offices created by or whose duties are described in
Article Il, section 15, Article IIl, sections 16, 17, 19, 20, 21, 22,
and 23, and Article IV, sections 3 and 5 of the state Constitution and
RCW 2.06.080; (d) the election of county officers in any county
governed by a charter containing provisions calling for general county
elections at this tinme; and (e) the approval or rejection of state
measur es, i ncluding proposed constitutional anmendnent s, matters
pertaining to any proposed constitutional convention, initiative
nmeasures and referendum neasures proposed by the el ectorate, referendum
bills, and any other matter provided by the | egislature for subm ssion
to the el ectorate.

proposed el ection date. Except as provided in subsection (4) of this
section, a special election called by the county |egislative authority
shall be held on one of the following dates as decided by such
gover ni ng body:

(a) The first Tuesday after the first Mnday in February;

(b) The second Tuesday in March;

(c) The fourth Tuesday in April;

(d) The third Tuesday in Muy;
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(e) The day of the primary as specified by RCW ((29A084-311))

RCW the date on which a special election my be called
by the county legislative authority under subsection (2) of this
section during the nonth of that primary is the date of the
presidential primry.

((65))) (B6) This section shall supersede the provisions of any and
all other statutes, whether general or special in nature, having
different dates for such city, town, and district elections, the
purpose of this section being to establish nandatory dates for hol di ng
el ections except for those elections held pursuant to a hone-rule
charter adopted under Article X, section 4 of the state Constitution.
This section shall not be construed as fixing the time for holding
primary el ections, or elections for the recall of any elective public
of ficer.

(1) Al city, town, and district general elections shall be held
t hroughout the state of Washington on the first Tuesday follow ng the
first Monday in Novenber in the odd-nunbered years.

the last day to certify the returns of the general election other than
as provided in subsection (2)(e) and (f) of this section. Such speci al
el ection shall be conducted and notice thereof given in the manner
provi ded by | aw

((65))) (B6) This section shall supersede the provisions of any and
all other statutes, whether general or special in nature, having
different dates for such city, town, and district elections, the
purpose of this section being to establish nandatory dates for hol di ng
el ecti ons.

Sec. 4. RCW 29A.24.040 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 604 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

A candidate may file his or her declaration of candidacy for an
office by electronic neans on a system specifically designed and
authorized by a filing officer to accept filings.

(1) Filings that are received electronically nust capture all
information specified in RCW ((29A—24-0306)) 29A.24.031 (1) through (4).

(2) Electronic filing my begin at 9:00 a.m the ((feurth)) third
Monday in ((3wHy¢)) My and continue through 4:00 p.m the follow ng
Fri day.

(3) In case of special filing periods established in this chapter,
electronic filings nmay be accepted beginning at 9:00 a.m on the first
day of the special filing period through 4:00 p.m the |ast day of the
special filing period.

Sec. 5. RCW 29A.24.050 and 2003 ¢ 111 s 605 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

Except where otherwise provided by this title, declarations of
candidacy for the following offices shall be filed during regular
busi ness hours with the filing officer no earlier than the ((feurth))
third Monday in ((3uH¢)) May and no later than the followng Friday in
the year in which the office is scheduled to be voted upon:

(1) Ofices that are scheduled to be voted upon for full terns or
both full ternms and short terns at, or in conjunction with, a state
general election; and

(2) Ofices where a vacancy, other than a short term exists that
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has not been filled by election and for which an election to fill the
vacancy is required in conjunction with the next state general
el ecti on.

This section supersedes all other statutes that provide for a
different filing period for these offices.

(3) A nomnee for judge of the superior court entitled to a
certificate of election pursuant to Article 4, section 29, Anendnent 41
of the state Constitution, dies or is disqualified.

Filings for a nonpartisan office (other than judge of the suprene
court or superintendent of public instruction) shall be reopened for a
peri od of three normal business days, such three-day period to be fixed
by the election officer wth whom such declarations of candidacy are
filed and notice thereof given by notifying press, radio, and
television in the county and by such other neans as my now or
hereafter be provided by | aw, when:

(1) A void in candidacy for such nonpartisan office occurs on or
after the ((stxth)) eleventh Tuesday prior to a primary but prior to
the ((sixth)) eleventh Tuesday before an el ection; or

(2) A nomnee for judge of the superior court eligible after a
contested primary for a certificate of election by Article 4, section
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29, Anendnent 41 of the state Constitution, dies or is disqualified
within the ten-day period i mediately followng the [ast day allotted
for a candidate to wi thdraw, or

(3) A vacancy occurs in any nonpartisan office on or after the
((st¥th)) eleventh Tuesday prior to a primary but prior to the

The candidate receiving a plurality of the votes cast for that
office in the general election shall be deened el ected.

Sec. 8. RCW 29A.24.191 and 2004 c 271 s 167 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

A schedul ed election shall be |apsed, the office deenmed stricken
fromthe ballot, no purported wite-in votes counted, and no candi date
certified as el ected, when:

(1) In an election for judge of the suprenme court or superintendent
of public instruction, a void in candidacy occurs on or after the
((stxth)) eleventh Tuesday prior to a primary, public filings and the
primary being an indi spensabl e phase of the el ection process for such
of fices;

(2) Except as otherwi se specified in RCW29A 24.181, a nom nee for
judge of the superior court entitled to a certificate of election
pursuant to Article 4, section 29, Amendnent 41 of +the state
Constitution dies or is disqualified on or after the ((stxth)) eleventh
Tuesday prior to a primary;

unexpired termto be filled by an election for which filings have not
been hel d.
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Any special three-day filing period shall be fixed by the election
of ficer with whom decl arations of candidacy for that office are filed.
The el ection officer shall give notice of the special three-day filing
period by notifying the press, radio, and television in the county or
counties involved, and by any other neans as nmay be required by | aw.

Candi dacies validly filed wthin the special three-day filing
period shall appear on the primary or general election ballot as if
filed during the regular filing period.

The procedures for filings for partisan offices where a vacancy
occurs under this section or a void in candidacy occurs under RCW
((29A—24-140)) 29A.24.141 nust be substantially simlar to the
procedures for nonpartisan offices under RCW ((29A—24-150)) 29A 24.151
t hrough ((29A—24-170)) 29A 24.171.

Sec. 10. RCW 29A.40.070 and 2004 c 266 s 13 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Except where a recount or litigation under RCW ((29A—68-010))
29A.68.011 is pending, the county auditor shall have sufficient
absentee ballots available for absentee voters of that county, other
than overseas voters and service voters, at |least twenty days before
any primary, general election, or special election. The county auditor
must mail absentee ballots to each voter for whom the county auditor
has received a request nineteen days before the primary or el ection at
| east ei ghteen days before the primary or election. For a request for
an absentee ballot received after the nineteenth day before the prinmary
or election, the county auditor shall nmake every effort to mail ballots
wi t hin one business day, and shall mail the ballots within two business
days.

or——eleetion)) At least thirty days before any prinary, general
el ection, or special election, the county auditor shall mail ballots to
all overseas and service voters. A request for a ballot made by an
overseas or service voter after that day nust be processed i mediately.

(4) If absentee ballots wll not be available or nailed as
prescribed in subsection (1) of this section, the county auditor shal
imedi ately certify to the office of the secretary of state when
absentee ballots wll be available and mailed. Copies of this
certification nust be provided to the county canvassing board, the
press, jurisdictions with issues on the ballot in the election, and any
candi dat es.

(5) If absentee ballots were not avail able or nailed as prescribed
in subsection (1) of this section, for a reason other than a recount or
litigation, the county auditor, in consultation with the certification
and training program of the office of the secretary of state, shall
submt a report to the office of the secretary of state outlining why
the deadline was m ssed and what corrective actions wll be taken in
future elections to ensure that absentee ballots are available and
mai | ed as prescribed in subsection (1) of this section.

(1) By direction of the secretary of state, who in the secretary's
sole discretion has determned that the candidate's candidacy is
general |y advocated or is recognized in national news nedia; or

(2) If menbers of the political party of the candidate have
presented a petition for nom nation of the candidate that has attached
to the petition a sheet or sheets containing the signatures of at | east
one thousand regi stered voters who declare thenselves in the petition
as being affiliated wwth the sanme political party as the presidential
candi date. The petition shall be filed wwth the secretary of state not
| ater than ((thethirty-—ninth—day)) sixty days before the presidenti al
preference prinmary. The signature sheets shall also contain the
resi dence address and nane or nunber of the precinct of each registered
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voter whose signature appears thereon and shall be certified in the
manner prescribed in RCW 29A. 72. 230 and 29A. 72. 240.

The secretary of state shall place the nane of the candidate on the
bal | ot unless the candidate, at |east ((thirty—FHive)) fifty-tw days
before the presidential preference primary, executes and files with the
secretary of state an affidavit stating wthout qualification that he
or she is not now and will not becone a candidate for the office of
president of the United States at the forthcomng presidential
el ecti on. The secretary of state shall certify the nanes of all
candidates who will appear on the presidential preference primary
ballot to the respective county auditors on or before the fourth
Tuesday in April of each presidential election year.

Sec. 12. RCW 29A. 60. 190 and 2004 c 266 s 18 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

(1) As provided in this section, a rural county library district,
island library district, or intercounty rural library district my
w t hdraw areas fromits boundaries, or reannex areas into the |ibrary
district that previously had been withdrawn fromthe library district
under this section.

(2) The withdrawal of an area shall be authorized upon: (a)
Adoption of a resolution by the board of trustees requesting the
wi t hdrawal and finding that, in the opinion of the board, inclusion of
this area within the library district will result in a reduction of the
district's tax |l evy rate under the provisions of RCW84.52.010; and (b)
adoption of a resolution by the city or town council approving the

The authority of an area to be wthdrawn froma library district as
provi ded under this section is in addition, and not subject, to the
provi sions of RCW27.12.

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county legislative authority on petition of ten percent of the
qualified electors of such district, based on the total vote cast in
the | ast general county election held in an even-nunbered year. A form
of petition for the construction or acquisition of electric facilities
by the public utility district shall be submtted to the county auditor
Within ten nonths prior to the election at which such propositionis to
be submtted to the voters. Petitions shall be filed with the county
audi tor not |ess than four nonths before such election and the county
auditor shall within thirty days exam ne the signatures thereof and
certify to the sufficiency or insufficiency thereof. |[If such petition
is found to be insufficient, it shall be returned to the persons filing
the sane, who may anend and add nanmes thereto for ten days, when the
sane shall be returned to the county auditor, who shall have an
additional fifteen days to exam ne the sane and attach his certificate
t hereto.

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Wthin ten days after such election, the election board of the
county shall canvass the returns, and if at such election a majority of
the voters voting on such proposition shall vote in favor of such
construction or acquisition of electric facilities, the district shal
be authorized to construct or acquire electric facilities.

Sec. 31. RCW57.04.050 and 1999 c¢ 153 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

Upon entry of the findings of the final hearing on the petition if
one or nore county legislative authorities find that the proposed
district wll be conducive to the public health, welfare, and
convenience and will benefit the land therein, they shall present a
resolution to the county auditor calling for a special election to be

hel d at a date ((specitiedunder—REOW 2913020 +that—ocecurstorty-—fve

29A.04. 330, at which a ballot proposition authorizing the district to

W thdraw areas from its boundaries, or reannex areas into the public
hospital district that previously had been withdrawn from the public
hospital district under this section.

(2) The withdrawal of an area shall be authorized upon: (a)
Adoption of a resolution by the hospital district conm ssioners
requesting the withdrawal and finding that, in the opinion of the
comm ssioners, inclusion of this area within the public hospital
district will result in a reduction of the district's tax levy rate
under the provisions of RCW84.52.010; and (b) adoption of a resolution
by the city or town council approving the withdrawal, if the area is

| ocated within the city or town, or adoption of a resolution by the
county legislative authority of the county within which the area is
| ocated approving the withdrawal, if the area is |located outside of a
city or tomn. A withdrawal shall be effective at the end of the day on
the thirty-first day of Decenber in the year in which the resolutions
are adopted, but for purposes of establishing boundaries for property
t ax purposes, the boundaries shall be established i medi ately upon the
adoption of the second resol ution.

The wi thdrawal of an area fromthe boundaries of a public hospital
district shall not exenpt any property therein from taxation for the
pur pose of paying the costs of redeem ng any indebtedness of the public
hospital district existing at the tinme of the w thdrawal.

(3) An area that has been withdrawn fromthe boundaries of a public
hospital district under this section may be reannexed into the public
hospital district upon: (a) Adoption of a resolution by the hospital
di strict comm ssioners proposing the reannexation; and (b) adoption of
a resolution by the city or town council approving the reannexation, if
the area is located within the city or town, or adoption of a
resolution by the county legislative authority of the county wthin
which the area is |located approving the reannexation, if the area is
| ocated outside of a city or towmn. The reannexation shall be effective
at the end of the day on the thirty-first day of Decenber in the year
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in which the adoption of the second resolution occurs, but for purposes
of establishing boundaries for property tax purposes, the boundaries
shall be established imediately upon the adoption of the second

resol ution. Ref erendum action on the proposed reannexation nay be
taken by the voters of the area proposed to be reannexed if a petition
calling for a referendumis filed with the city or town council, or

county legislative authority, within a thirty-day period after the
adoption of the second resolution, which petition has been signed by
regi stered voters of the area proposed to be reannexed equal in nunber
to ten percent of the total nunber of the registered voters residing in
t hat area.
